The IDS filed February 6, 2009 has been considered by the examiner. 

The IDS I'llcd February 10, 2009 has been reviewed by the examiner. The references pointed out by the Applicant were not considered 
because the IDS I'ails to comply with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most knowledgeable about the content of the information, of 
each patent listed that is not in the English language. Specifically, the KR 2000-0017519 reference does not have a concise 
explanation. The US reference does not qualify because it does not even claim priority to the KR document, let alone provide a 
concise explanation of the KR document. 

Additionally, the Rossen et al. reference is not found in the application file as it stands on February 19, 2009. 
The IDS filed July 16, 2007 is included with the above mentioned references lined-through.
